Claire C. Edwards of WaukeKon waa 
appointed by Governor Dunne Monday 
judge of tiie seventeenth judicial cir- 
cuit court to succeed Ciiarlea Whitney, 
deceased. ' 

The above telegram received at noon 
put on end to the uncertainty felt dur- 
ing the past peveral weeks by members 
of the Lake county bar and at the same 
time puts onto the Circuit bench in this 
county a man who has received the 
backing of twenty-six prominent mem- 
bers of the Lake County Bar associa- 
tion, and who is admitted on every hand 
to be the only logicaiman for the place 
from every standpoint. 

From the chaos that first marked the 
death of the late Judge WhItney.Ciaire 
C. JEdwarda stepped out, the only mem- 
ber of the bar with anything like con- 
certed backing. The leading members 
of the Lake County Bar association 
stood behind him and saw that every 
possible advantage was given his ap- 
plication for the appointment and when 
.this application is assured and Judge 
Claire C. Edwards ia a reality, there Is 
. not a lawyer in the county that feels 
, the governor made a mistake In his 
choice. 

One of the most emphatic reasons 
pointing to the witness of the Lake 
county bar backing Mr, Edwards/ la 
seen j*n the indisputable fact, that, 
among the several candidates for the 
place, he is conceded to be the only man 
who can retain the judgeship In this 
county whenUhe matter is put to a vote 
by the people of the seventeenth dis- 
trict 

When Judge Edwards takes the stand 
at the beginning of the October term 
he will face some of the blggeat cases

Mt. Edwards' career 
is that of a topical western lliwyer. 
He attended the common schools of 
Lake county, later groduated from the 
Northern Indiana Normal school at 
Valparaiso, spent one year at North- 
western University" and one year at 
Wheaton college, Hi. In 1897 he be- 
came a student of the night school of 
the ' Chicago law school graduating 
froni that Institution in 1900. During 
the entke perion of his school training, 
Mr. Edwanla worked hia way through 
preparatory achool, college and profes- 
sional school. Upon his admission to 
the bar. Mr. Edwards practised for a 
short time inOraysIake. Ho then mov- 
ed to the county seat and has practised 
in Waukegan for the past fourteen 
years. '

Robert J. Ingalls, 40 years old, paaa- 
ed away Sunday mommg about nine 
o'clock at his home, corner of Sheridan 
Road and Cory avenue Waukegan, fol- 
lowing an illlnesB of several weeks. 
His death was not unexpected aa it had 
been known for the laat few weeks that 
he could not live. Nevertheless his 
death comes aa'a complete shock for he 
waa one of the city's best known and 
and most popular buaincss men. , 

Ho waa d son of the late Joseph 
French Ingalla, who eatabllshed a 
jewelry store in that city. He was In 
Woukegan May 1874. He was edu- 
cated in the Waukegan schools. When 
the Spanish American war broke out 
he was employed byhisbrofher, Charles 
F. Ingalls who had continued the busi- 
launched by his father. 

At the close of the war he returned 
to" Waukegan and soon afterward, left 
for .Lead City, S. D. near the city of 
Deadwood. There he openened a jew- 
elrs store. About a year later he re- 
turned to Waukegan and was united in 
marriage to Miss Emilie Murry. He 
toko his wiff Ito Lead City and continued 
in business. there for a year longer. 
Then be disposed of his store and return- 
ed to Waukegan where he became a part 
ner 6f hia brother in the Jewelry busi- 
ness under the firm name of C, F, In- 
galls and brother. Not so very long 
ago the name of the firm was changed 
to Ingalls Brothers. 

A few years ago the first Mrs., Ingalls 
died. A year ago last Thursday 
Mr. Ingalls married Mlas Ella Mack- 
ness. IJe leaves besides his widow, a 
a child by his first wife and an infant 
born a few weeks ago while he was ill 
in the Chicago hospital. He also leavea 
three brothers, Charles, James, and 
Guy.

The number- of cases of infantile 
paralysis in Waukegan now numbers 
seven including a case of spinal menin- 
gitis.

City Physician Foley says it is im- 
porsible to tell how the cases were con- 
tracted. He says that while it is pos- 
sible they may have been contracted 
from patients at Highland Park or oth- 
er north dhore towns where the disease 
exials thc-re is no way to be sure of il. 
An encouraging sign ia that no new 
cases of the disease have occurred with* 
in the last few days, all the cases be- 
ing one or two weeks old.

It is claimed that a 
band of swindlers have been working 
in the neighborhood of Kenosha and 
that their prize offering ia a aeedleaa 
raapberry bush. Their workings have 
evidently been going j^i for sometime 
aa the facts in regaffl to them have 
reached the state bureau at Madison 
and letters have been sent to Kenosha 
aaking thet the people aid in aecuring 
the arreat of these swindlers.

"Use a spray of some jjood antisep- 
tic. Cilyco thymoline, diluted one-half 
with boiled water may be used; or 15 
drops of carbolic acid in four ounces of 
boiled water in a good atomizer, three 
or folir times a day. 

"As the disease-producing virus or 
germ Is supposed to enter through the 
nose or throught, both nose and throat 
should be well sprayed."

the seedless raspberrv is a fake pure 
and simple and that there ia nothing 
known to fruit growers of this variety 
of berry. He alleges that this swindle 
has been worked all over Southern 
Wisconsin and that hundreds of farmers 
and people in cities of this section of 
the state have been led to pay fancy 
pricps for the bushes. The state de- 
partment ia planning to prosecute all 
agents found attempting to swindle 
the people by offering theae bushes Jtfr 
sale and the state officials is hopeful 
that Kenosha county can furnish the 
information by which these men can be 
indicted. 

Kenosha county has for years been 
the hoppy hunting ground for swind- 
ling nursery agents. Fortunes have 
been msde in the growing of garden 
truck and small fruits and for thia 
reason the farmers appear to be parti- 
cularly suited for the working of the 
fake agents. Ail sorts of shrubs and 
vines and bushes are offered for sale 
in this county and for the most part 
the plants for which high prices have 
been demanded have been found to be 
fakes. Repeated complaints have been 
made to the state department from Ke- 
noaha county, but there has been no 
prosecutions. This is the season of the 
year that the nursery agents get in 
their most effective work and it will 
be a good thing to give these men a 
very close inspection. The officials at 
Madlaon declare that Kenosha people 
can be of real aervice to the peojile of 
the entire state by securing the arreat 
and prosecution of the man who has 
been swindling people in the past few 
years. •

Competition in athletics has been 
stimulated by organizing the student 
Into three clubs— Yale, Harvard and 
Princeton.

Friday morning about SiO'cIock thl 
decided to go fishing. Securing a bo\ 
they rowed to a point about 200 feet ol 
shore where they cast their lines. 

They had fished for some time neithel 
experiencing any luck. However, MrA 
Adams had succeeded in catching threel 
small fish. Mrs. Adams Vas not as 
successful. She had caught none,. but 
she made a firm resolve to catch ona 
before her husband caught another. 
She upheld her declaration for a few 
moments later the cork oh the line bob- 
bed and she jerked the line out of tha 
water. At the end of the line was a 
small fish. She cried triumphantly to 
her husband to look. As she did so 
she raised to her feet in the boat The 
sudden motion over turned the boat. 

In another moment the couple were 
struggling in the chilling water. Tha 
husband grasped his wife, and helped 
her to the aide of the over turned boat, 
neither could swim, but their incessant 
struggles kept them from slipping un- 
der the waves. 

For a long time it seemed to them, 
they clung to the boat and called loudly 
for help. The boat kept turning about 
and finally their hands grew numb 
from the constant strain of holding to 
the aides of the craft. Both slipped 
away. The hu.iband managed to keep 
his head above the water. The wife 
continued her struggles to keep her 
body afloat. Soon her strugorles seemed 
to cease. Still the body floated. Thej 
husband continued his efforts. 

Three employes at the Armour icf. 
house heard faint cries for help coming 
across the surface of the lake and look^ 
ing out they saw the overturned boat 
and bodies in the water. One of th* 
men, Frank Brownaky, leaped into a 
skiff and began rowing to the rescue of 
the couple. He was followed by PeteP 
Thompson and Paul Tobe in a row boat. 

When the rescurers arrived the hus- 
band waa on the point of giving up his 
struggle. The boat rowed by Bronsky 
was the first to reach t^a scene. The 
boatman swerved the boat around and 
told the man to grasp the stern. Then 
Bronsky started to help the exhausted 
man into the boat. About that time 
the other boat arrived. 

As the rescuers grasped the man, he 
began pleading: " .. 

"Save my wife, don't mind me, doii't 
mind me." 

The two men them secured the body 
of the woman which' waa iioating about 
on the water. 

The boats then made for the shore 
where the work of reviving Mrs.Adama 
began, but it was found that it was 
useless. Life was apparently extinct. 

Deputy Coroner Conrad was called t6 
preside over the inqueat which was held 
at Round Lake. The verdict of tha 
coroner's jury was accidental death. 

During the inquest the husband plairv-w. 
ly showed his emotion and onco stated; 
•'1 wish itwere^ me that they^wera

Series of Battles Along the Aisne 

Continues, Witii Neither Side 

Gaining Much. 



FRANCE INSISTS THAT ALL GER- 
MAN ATTEMPTS ON ALLIED 
LINES HAVE FAILED. 



Flflhtlnfl at Many Points Almost Hand 
to Hand — Official DlapatchoB From 
Berlin and France Are Optimistic In 
Tone — Ambassador Herrlck Near 
Death— Other War News. 

Washington, Sept. 29.— For three 
lonff (lays without ccsaatlon tho Ocr- 
mans have hurled their miissGB agalnat 
the French and EiiBlish along the en- 
tire In northern France. The French 
otnclal view Is that these operations, 
tho fiercest that have yet taken place, 
are bj* high command, meaning pos- 
Btbly direct Instructions fromt tho em- 
peror himself. 

Their purpose has been to break 

through tho allied lines, but both 

French and nrltish ofllcial reports aay 

that ihoy have failed.

French Lines Fiercely Assailed. 

On the Uattle Front, via Paris, SepL 
29.— Desperato attempts of the Ger- 
mans to break through the -western 
end of the allies' array and stop the 
turning movem.ent In the most furious 
lighting of the whole campaign. 

Corps after corps of the Germans 
■were hurled against the tlower of the 
French and English armies In bayonet 
charges, only to be thrown back with 
enormous losses. 

The engagement extended over near- 
ly two-thirds of the whole battle front 
and even where the charges were not 
made the fighting by the millions of 
troops was almost hand to hand, as 
the two lines are only a few hundred 
yards apart. 

The lnfantr>- bore the brunt of tho 
Incessant fighting, but the artillery of 
both armies continued throughout 24 
hours to bombard each other's posi- 
tions. 

Germans Admit Allied Gains. 

London. Sept. 29.— The great battle 
In Franco turned Into desperate fight- 
ing at close quarters on nearly two- 
thirds of the -whole line. 

The official dispatches given out In 
Paris and Berlin are both optimistic 
In tone. Tho messages from Paris say 
tJiat the allies have "made marked 
progress" In the left wing, which Is at- 
tempting a turning movement around 
the German right. These dispatches 
assert that the vicious counter-attacks 
of the Germans have been repulsed 
with enormous losses. 

Prom Berlin there comes the first 



ofilclnl 'announcoment'whlch In any 
way admits that the nlUcs aro getting 
the better of tho contest The state- 
ment. Issued from tho German head- 
quarters, while insisting the allies' at- 
tack has been repulsed, sttll referred 
to it as an advance. 

Neither army has achieved anything 
notable since tho allies have reported 
progress In ono direction. The allies 
at one point claim to hnvo thrown 
back a desperate advance by tho crack 
Prussian guard, and tho Germans In- 
sist that, with a weaker force, tholr 
right has checked tho advance of a 
mixed French and llrltlsh force 
brought up by roll. " 

Germans Occupy Cracow. 

"That Cracow has been occupied by 
German troops, that tho town boa 
been put under a German military 
commandant and that tho Austrian 
civil administration has been dis- 
placed Is the gist of the latrst advices 
received here," says thePolrograd cor- 
respondent of tho London MornlnK 
Post 

"All the original administration of 
tho town and all civil ofilclals of tha 
Austrian government bare left and tho 
residents arc fleeing In panic. 

"The leaders of tho Polish secret 
committee, which has been In charge 
of all the Polish volunteer detachments 
fighting on the Austrian side, aleo 
have left Cracow. The Germans have 
thrown three army corps Into the Cra- 
cow district, according to this Infor- 
mation, and are bringing more troops 
In preparation for tho expected Rus- 
sian attack. 

"Word has been received at London 
that Germany has stopped all traffic 
on the railways between Berlin and 
the Gennan Baltic ports of Danzig. El- 
blng and Stettin. This news has set 
experts to figuring on the possibility 
of a German descent on Russian ter- 
ritory by way of tho Baltic."

Other News of the War. 

The latest exploit of the German air 
forces nearly created vacancies In tho 
United States diplomatic service, says 
a Paris dispatch. 

A Taube aeroplane, profiting by the 
autumnal haze, fiew over Paris until 
It was nearly above the Eiffel tower. 
There It dropped a bomb, which fell 
In tho Avenue du Trocadero, making a 
hole in the macadam roadway. 

The spot where tho bomb exploded 
was 200 yards from the chancellery of 
tho American embassy, at 5 Rue do 
Challlot. Ambassador Herrlck and 
Arthur H. Frazer, tho second secre- 
tary of the embassy, walked over the 
spot where tho bomb exploded at 
10::iO on their way to tho chancellery, 
and. returning In an open motor car. 
passed over the same point at 11:10. 
thereby missing tho bomb by five min- 
utes. 

Three other bombs fell Into the Tro- 
cadero section. The first bomb 
dropped the one which landed In Ave- 
nue du Trocadero, wrought havoc. A 
few feet away tho (acado of the 
prince of Monaco's mansion was shat- 
tered by grape shot from the explod-

"The authorities calculato that the 
Germans must be prepared to loso 
100.000 In killed and 600,000 wounded, 
which they probably know, as Ant- 
werp Is infested with spies." 

Germans Report Heavy Losses. 

The total German casualties In dead, 
wounded and missing, ns officially* re- 
ported at Berlin to date, aro 104,589. 
The last casualty list announced adds 
a total of 10,527 casualties to those 
previously announced. The total cas- 
ualty list Is made up as followe: Dead, 
15,674; wounded, 65.903; missing, 23.- 
007. 

Przemysl Occupied by Buss. 

Tho Russians are In Przemysl. Tho 
Austrian garrison has been obliged to 
concentrate exclusively In the eastern 
forts, and, with tho triumphant en- 
trance of the Russians Into the city 
Iteelf great numbers of the Inhabi- 
tants followed:- tho Austrian soldlera 
and took refuge in tho forts. For the 
garrison to hold for many days 1b 
considered almot a military ImpossI* 
billty. 

Asiatic Cholera in Vienna. 

A dispatch to tho Exchange Tele- 
graph company at London from Romo 
says a message received thero from 
Vienna states that government bacte- 
riologists have definitely established 
the presence of Asiatic cholera among 
tho 70,000 wounded In the hospitals of 
Vienna. 

Aviators Close to England. 

German avlatora, flying within alght 
of England, continued their attack on 
French coast cities and added to tho 
apprehension felt at London that Eng- 
lish cities soon may become the tar- 
gets of their bombs. Tho attack was 
made on Boulogne, Just across from 
England, at about tho narrowest part 
of the channel. About noon Saturday 
a German aeroplane flew over the city 
and dropped a bk^b Into a shipbuild- 
ing yard. Little property damage was 
done and no one was Injured. 

The German liner Amsteldljk has 
been captured by a British cruiser and 
taken to Quecnstown. 

One Shot Fired at Cathedral. 

Tho Marconi company of London 
has received the following wireless 
from Berlin: "Tho main army head- 
quarters reports that ono mortar shot 
only was fired by the Germans at the 
Reims cathedral because it was other- 
wise Impossible to drive away the 
enemy's observation post mounted on 
the structure." 

Brave Deed of Highlander. 

A London Dally Mail dispatch from 
the battle front in Franco £ays that 
during the fighting at Soissons one 
Highlander carried a Maxim gun 
who6o crew had been killed across a 
bridge and ail alone opened -fire on 
tho enemy, who broko and fled before 
the hail of bullets. Tho Highlander 
fell dead from 30 wounds. 
Belgium Rejects German Peace Offer. 

Tho Belgian foreign office says Ger- 
many has approached Belgium with 
another offer of peace terms, but that 
King Albert has definitely refused to 
consider them. It Is announced that 
the German troops massed between 
Antwerp and Brussels havo been at- 
tacked by a strong force of Belgians, 
who won tho victory in a sharp flght» 
taking 800 prisoners and three guns.

LONG BATTLE IS NEAR END? 



FlQhtlng on the Alsne Believed to Da 
Entering Upon the Final Phase ' 
—Prussian Guard Cut 
to PlecjBS. 



Paris, Sept. 30.— The French and 
British armies are advancing alon^ 
the Alsne. They have croseod Uie 
Sommo river in tho vicinity of Po- 
ronno. 

On the Battle Front, via Paris, Sept. 
30. — Tho allies are advancing in the 
battle of the Aisne. having crossed tha 
River Sommo In the vicinity of P«- 
ronnc. 

Tho Prussian Guard has been cut to 
pieces in the past few days. Tho Ger- 
mans havo made dcBporato attacks on 
the center, where the fighting iina 
hitherto been an, artillery duel. Those 
attacks have been hurled back with 
enormous losees to each sldd. 

Paris dispatches assert t*bo belief 
Is growing there that th|» battle now Is 
entering on Its final phase. Berlin 
aerograms, however, aro just ae posi- 
tive that tho battle Is far from its fln- 
lah. A dispatch from the German 
front to the Lokalanzeigcr In Berlin 
terms the past combats subordinate 
actions and declares that the allies' 
losses have been greater than those of 
the Teutons. 

Slight advances arc claimed for tho 
French on the heights of the Mouse. 
In the Woovre district, according to 
Paris statements, a dense fog has sus- 
pended warlike actions^. 

Steadily, foot- by foot. General von 
ICluck's army Is being driven back. 
The center of interest has shifted from 
tho allies* center, where both aides 
were too strongly intrenched to allow 
any great offensive movement, to tho 
allies' right wing. 

The day's attack on the line between 
the Alsne and the Argonne marks the 
last point upon which the kaiser has 
tried, by means of concentrated as- 
saults upon each strategic point on tho 
hundred-mile front, to turn the tide of 
battle. According to dlspatchea from 
the front, the day's attempt was the 
most violent of the war. Column after 
column was pushed forward, despite 
tho devastating Are from well-placed 
French batteries. Passing through 
this, the attacking forces were met by 
French, who, aided by tholr Turco 
comrades, successfully held their po- 
sitions. 

Tho tactics of the opposing general 
staff, as shown by reports from the 
front. . remain unchanged. Frantic 
blows, delivered by the German forces 
first at one point, then another, on 
'a line from the River Alsne to the Ar- 
gonne forest, to iplerce the French 
frbnc and thus relieve the harassed 
German right wing from Us peril, 
failed. Tho allies continued their en- 
veloping movement against Von 
Kluck'e slowly bending front, and 
while no pronounced successes aro 
claimed, every Indication Is that per* 
ceptible progress has resulted. 



Rubs Pursue Fleeing Foe. 

London. Sept. 30. — The Austrian 
army of Gallcia Is now divided In 
three parts. Ono port is bottled up and 
bombarded in tho remaining forts of 
Przemysl, and another fort there was 
captured during tho day, renderUe 
the situation of the garrison moro pre- 
carious than ever. 

Another division of the Austrlans Is 
retreating across the Carpathian 
mountains Into Hungary, closely pur- 
sued by the Russians. And the rest, 
excepting those who aro fightlug 
Serviana In the southern r«rt of the 
empire, aro/retreatlng to Cracow. 

It Is officially announced that a 
great battle has apparently com- 
menced between the Germans and the 
Russians along the line of the rail- 
road just inside the East Prussian 
frontier. The battle.llne extends from 
far to tho north of Eydtkuhnen 
through Goldapp to Lyck. The Ger- 
mans are declared to be strongly In- 
trenched and heavily re-enforccd. 

The Central News dispatch from Pe- 
trograd suma up the Austrian situa- 
tion as follows: 

"The right wing of the Austrlans 
has been driven back beyond the Car- 
pathians into Hungary, The Aus- 
trian debacle Is complete. The Aus- 
trian left has retreated to Cracow. 
Tho Przemysl garrison's situation is 
reported to be desporato." 

The general direction of the Rus- 
sian maneuvers In Gallcia continues 
to menace about equally tho cities of 
Vienna and Berlin. The next object- 
ive, of necessity, Is Cracow, from 
which strategic point an army may 
be launched with equal facility 
agnlnst the German or the Austrian 
capital. 



Rush of Ulster Recruits to War, 
Belfast. iJept. liO.— Tho formation of 
tho Ulster dfvlslon of Lord Kitchener's 
army Is caufiing tho greatest anima- 
tion In this city.

HORRORS OF THE WAR AS SEEN BY 
CORRESPONDENT ON BATTLEFIELD 
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By 'EDWARD PRICE BELL. 

Correspondent of the Chicago News. 

London. — Moving storlep of tho ruin 
%nd agony of war In central Belgium 
hftvo been told me by F; A, McKonzIe, 
editor of the London Weekly Times, 
best known for his work as a cor- 
respondent In tho Japanese war and 
'.the Husalnn revolution. Obviously Mc- 
Kenzlo spoke honestly In every word 
jhe uttered, and llko every other ex- 
perienced war correspondent from Bel- 
glum and France I havo interviewed 
h© was unable to doacrlbe what he wit- 
nessed without an occasional redden- 
ing of tho eyes and faltering of the 
voice, 

"I have seen savage war In many 
lands," Bald Mr. McKonzlo, "but never 
before anything llko that which Bel- 
gium shows was done there. Oriental 
armies In the hour of victory or Rus- 
sian troops when relentlessly sup- 
pressing Internal rebellion were mild 
and merciful compared with the treat- 
ment given to this people, 

"Tho German plan of terrorism was 
carefully calculated and Germany 
doQS not deny this. Ita aim Is not 
alone to prevent people from attempt- 
ing to break the linos of communica- 
tion In Belgium, but even more so 
to alarm the neighboring Dutch Ijcns- 
antry that Holland would not Join 
the allies. 

Burning of Belgian Towns. 

"The Gorman excuse Is that tho 
burning of Belgian towns and villages 
was done only as a punishment for 
attacks by civilians. Yet In case aft- 
er case entire districts were burned 
out apparently because of the stub- 
bom resistance offered by the Belgian 
army. Take, for exami)Ic, Belle, a 
place four miles from Ghent. Here a 
little force of 500 Belgian volunteers 
with two cannon succeflsfully held up 
several thousand- Germans' for two 
hours and made them pay heavily In 
life before the defenders retired. 

"When tho Germans entered the 
town there was no resistance by the 
Tlllagcrs, who knew too well what 
their fate would be. The troops went 
Into the houses and feasted off the lit- 
tle stores of provisions. Ofllcers occu- 
pied the largest buildings In the vil- 
lage, the home of a lawyer, a com- 
fortable three story building. Tho 
lawyer's wife anxiously gave them her 
best, but when the dinner was over 
the house was burned with SO other 
small houses. 

Graves In Front of Kitchens. 

"I stood in the vlllago street after 
tho Germans 'had gone as It was 
marked by the burning ruins. I no- 
ticed that the graves of tho victims 
had been dug sometimes In front of 
their own kitchen doors. I had to ask 
myself whether tho whole thing was 
not a fevered dream. The only crime 
of these people was that their village 
had been tho scene of a battle In 
which several German olllcera had 
been shot. 

"I entered the ruins of a farmhouse, 
whore, the eldest son, a lad of nine- 
teen, had been shot before his mother 
and father's eyes, because tho Ger- 
mans thought he was old enough to 
be a soldier. The house was bunied 
so thoroughly that not a dish, not a 
scrap of wood and not an article worth 
five cents remalne^. A child had 
been killed close by, possibly by ac- 
cident. With home gone, crops ruined 
and the eldest son dead, the family 
was BOyStupefled with grief that thoy 
scarcely could reply to my questions. 

"Down tho roadway 1 could see 
mothers coming back, gazing distract- 
edly at tlie ruins of their old homes, 
seeking for husbands and sons, fear- 
ing to ask for their daughters and in 
some cases looking (or their babes 
and finding them In the ashes of 
death. 

While Termonde Burned. 

"Not long afterward I stood In ono 
of tho few houses loft In Termonde. 
German ofilccrs also made this their 
headquarters during tho sack of the 
town, and thoy had marked on tho lin- 
tel— the writing still remained — direc- 
tions that the house was to be spared. 
While Termonde waa burning they 
made holiday here. They found a 
gramophone and plenty of champagne. 
Tliey seated' themselves -in tlie garden, 
played tunes, sang and drank to the 
crackling chorus of 1,000 burning 
homes. A woman who wltncsaed tho 
feast said to me: 'Theso Germans aro 
veritably without hearts.' 

"When the ofilcera had gone the 
camp followers^ who acted as order- 
lies and hangers'dn around the army, 
burst open the doer and ravaged tho 
house. Every window was broken, al- 
most every bit of glass shattered, the 
furniture smaahed, drawers pulled out 
and emptied, desks ransacked and cup- 
boards Ijild bare. In the day nursery 
a children's toy dresser was forced 
open and rummaged. Tho playthings 
were thrown all around the nursery 
and books wore torn and hurled to dif- 
ferent parts of tho room. Kvery- 
where In the house the Germans 
wrought havoc ov'dontly for tho ahoor 
pleasure of destroying. 



"I went to !he Termonde art gallery, 
which n month ago was tho pride of 
tho district. Then It had a fine collec- 
tion of Flemish plcturen, now tho en- 
trancea, corrldora. and various rooms 
are a mass of charred woodwork, with 
hero and there a head of a statuette or 
plaster cast left. One of the chiefs 
of the gallery came lu while I was 
thero and gazed at the wreck of tho 
place which had been his life's pride. 
With clenched fists he cric-d, 'CanalUol 
Canaille!' 

Tho Wrongs of the People. 

"Termonde Is a city of ghosts. It 
seemed Impossible that alrect after 
street of crumbling ruins could a week 
before havo been a busy, pleasant, 
prosperous Belgian town. There was 
the church of the Benedictine fathers 
with the roof off and tho Interior 
gutted and burnt. All that was loft of 
a massive oak door were tho Iron 
hinges. Still standing In place was 
the religious slatuary. which had been 
dollberatcly shattered with the butts 
of rlHes before tho placo was set on 
lire. 1 noticed the llgurca at tho sta- 
tions of the cross with tho heads of 
Mary, the Christ and the attendant 
crowds smashed In. 

".Molle and Tormondo are typical of 
a large part of the country, but thero 
are exceptions. In Komo places tho 
German soldiers carried out their or- 
ders to destroy houflca with evident 
reluctance and did no more than they 
were ordered to do. Apart from burn- 
ing houses they behnvod with mercy 
and kindliness. In other places I 
found that the troops and followed tho 
burning with a policy of deliberate 
outrage — a policy which I believe tho 
German people, if thoy could under- 
stand it, would rcpudlBte and de* 
nounce. 

"The moRt painful side of the busi- 
ness was the innumerable accounts of 
wholesale outrages agalnat women* 
young girls and even children. On« 
rosponslblo official told mo of some of 
the horrors and he was almost In teara 
as he spoke. 'Of those c^hos,' he Bald, 
•we can tell, but of most of them wa 
can never learn nnythluR. Often out- 
rage waa followed by murder and of- 
ten, too, a woman hides Jier .ihame.' 
The Policy of Terrorism. 

"Where does the responalblllly for 
these doings lie? They are tho direct 
outcome of the policy of the German 
general staff, which decided on a pol- 
icy of terror. It slmuld bo known that 
soldiers employed In burning and Ioot-^-*-«^ 
Ing are bound In part to get out <pt 
hand and follow tho burnfng and 'loot- 
ing with outrages that make all hu- 
manity recoil. But tho Germans have 
defeated their own purpose. Out of ^^ 
the grief, agony and loss of the llttio r 
people a new nation is arising. Two 
months ago Belgium lacked unity, and 
apparently all thoso great. Inspiring 
forces which mako a race supreme. 
Germany has given her these. Tho 
people are belns mado great and 
strong by suffering. 

"As I went among tho Belgian ar- 
mies during my Journey I saw soldlera 
often poorly armed, unsuitably dressed 
and not over well organized resisting ' 
great German regiments and, my heart 
wont out to them. Cheery and un- 
afraid, the officers and men greeted 
ono everywhere. It waa splendid be- 
yond words. * 

Now Winter Is at Hand. 

"I wish I could say something that 
would bring home to the sympathetic 
and kindly American people the real 
need of Belgium. Todoy tens of thous- 
ands ore BtUI living torn from their ■ 
homes and In sore distress. England 
Is looking after many, but vaat num- 
bora remain without shelter, with lit- 
tle food and with everything gone. 
Winter Is on them and unless some* 
thing Is dono the frosts and snows of 
tho coming weeks, tho lack of food and 
the absence of clothing will completo 
tho work the Germans began. 

"I may seem to speak Btrongly, r 
toll you that any decent man who saw 
the Baturnnlla of cnielty and puaslon 
In that devastated land could not well 
say less." 
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German Schoolboyt at Front 
London.— A dispatch to the Ei- 
chango Telegraph company from Bor- 
deaux assorts that boys under six- 
teen years old are fighting In tho 
German ranks. Tho correspondent de- 
clares he saw ono wouiwlod In tho 
Bordeaux hospital whoso ago was 
flftoon years and nine months and 
who told him that all pupils at school 
over fifteen had been mobilized and 
placed In different regiments.

PRIESTS HELP THE WOUNDED 




Act Is Intended to Raise $105,000,000 
Annual Revenue to Make Up Loss 
Caused by Conflict In Europe. • 



Chihuahua, Mexico, Sept. 20. — Imme- 
diate. rcBlgnatlon of Gen. Venustlano 
Cnrranza as Ilret chief of tho conHtltu- 
tlonallsts lu the only basis on which 
Gen. Frunclsco Villa will agree to set- 
tlement of dlirercnces between himself 
and Cnrranza. 

This was his reply Sunday to mes- 
sngcB from olflclals In Mexico City, 
who protested against his attitude 
towards Carranza. 

Villa declared he never would ac- 
cept Carrnnza as head of the republic. 

General Villa's reply, a« given out 
here today, follows: 

"I lament the circumstances that 
have brought about grave danger, but 
sincerely protest that my sole ambi- 
tion will he to arrange existing dKIl- 
eultles without ahcddlng blood If pos- 
sible. 

"I emphatically state, however, that 
the only move that can bring aboAt 
cessation of hostilities on my part is 
Venustlano Carranza deliver supreme 
command to Fernando Igleslaa Colde- 
ron so that. In the nhortest im.sHlble 
time, elections may he called. 

*'At the fiame time I declare 1 shall 
not accept Carranza as president or 
vice-president or president ud Interim 
of the republic. 

"I shall prove the rectitude of my in 
tcntlons and the dlatntcrcRtedneHS 
which animate the force of thla di- 
vision. 

"Later the world will realize where 
rests true dlslnterestedneas and where 
abortive ambitions." 

Mexico City, Sept. 29.~Gen. Alvaro 
Obregon, the Carranza commander, 
and three generals left here for Aguas 
Callentes this afternoon to meet a like 
commission from Gen. Francisco Vil- 
la's army in an attempt to adjust the 
dldlcuUles existing between Villa and 
Carranza. 

Onicinia here are hopeful that a 
peaceful solution of the problem may 
bo found . 

KI Piujo, Tex.. Sept. 29.— Fernando 
Ule-sias Calderon, the choice of Gen- 
eral Villa for president of Mexico, 
some months ago was mentioned as a 
possibility for the presidency while on 
a trijj to Wnahlngton, where he con- 
ferred with American olhclals. Ho at 
present Is In Mexico City, it Is said. 
Calderon is leader of the liberal 
party, a political organization wliich 
allied itself with the constltutlonalltils 
In the revolution.

Washington. Sept. 28.— 'I'he striking 
developments in tlie Mexican situation 
were the breaking of all telegraphic 
communication between the United 
States and the interior of Mexico and 
orders by Secretary of War Garrjeon 
to General i-^unston not to withdraw 
the American troops from Vera Cruz 
within tho next ten days.
